The only real security for 
France against a German revenge is 
a generous and complete understand- 
ing between the French and German 
republics so that they will have a 
mutual interest in each other's pros- 
perity. Germany is naturally a rath- 
er bigger country than France and 
nothing on earth can alter that. 
Other Powers or all the Powers may 
come into such a treaty as guaran- 
tors, but the essential thing for peace 
between France and Germany is 
peace made good and clear between 
them, a eessation of mutual injuries 
and hostile preparations. The only 
effectual security for the communi- 
cations of the British Empire is the 
recognition by all mankind ‘that this 
great system of English-speaking 
states round and about the world is 
a good thing for all mankind and a 
resolute effort of these states to keep 
at that level. There is no other real 
security. This is not “lofty ideal- 
ism,” it is common sense, and the 
idea of “security” by armament and 
by the enfeeblement of possible ri- 
vals is not a “practical recogntion of 
present limitations,” but a feeble 
surrender to entirely vicious tenden- 
cies of the human mind. 


“Armed Security.”’ 

I believe that for a little while yet 
Washington will continue its re- 
searches into the meaning of armed 
“security” and that then it will turn 
its attention to the alternative idea, 
with which the nimble French mind 
has also been playing, and that is 
security by treaty. The French have 
been disposed in the past to welcome 
an Anglo-American-French treaty to 
guarantee France against attack. 
The idea in that form is dead, but 
the possibility of a far more compre- 
hensive agreement, a_ loose-fitting, 
but effectual association of the na- 
tions of the world to keep the peace 
and arrange their differences by 
conference, is bound to recur again 
as the impossibility of disarmament 
without settlement becomes increas- 
ingly apparent. 

There drifts into my memory here 
a curious feast of ‘‘security’’ which 
occurred long ago in some WBastern 
equivalent of Versailles. The great 
Abbassid family had suffered many 
things from the Ommayyad Caliphs 
and atJast it rose against them and 
overcame them and secured the 
leadership of Islam. The remnants 
of the Ommayyad clan were sum- 
moned to witness and celebrate the 
new peace. But some of the Ab- 
bassids, inspired by quite modern 
ideas of ‘‘security,’’ had all the Om- 
mayyads massacred before the ban- 
quet began. A beautiful pee was 
spread over the dead and Ine and 
the Abbassids feasted thereon. Here 
was “security” to satisfy the most 
exacting modern European ideals. 
Yet the Abbassids mé4de little of 
their security. They never rose to 
the glory of the Ommayyads; the 
drive and strength seemed to have 
gone out of Arab Islam; their his- 
tory for all this “security” is one of 
division, decline, decay. It takes all 
men to make a world. 

Let us get through with this futile 
haggling for national advantages 
and securities and let us get on with 
the organization of that brotherhood

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Bel-

armaments. I am formed exclu- 
sively tonight on unquestionable au- 
thority that the Belgian delegation 
will request permission of the chair- 
man of the conference—Secretary 

Hughes—to formulate its Govern- 

ment’s reasons for maintaining an 

army rather larger than the size of 
the country would seem to warrant. 

The Belgian exposition undoubted- 
ly will second Premier Briand’s ar- 
guments relative to the imperative 
need for military protection against 
aggression. from across the Rhine. 

While Belgium’s plea -to be heard 
involves a rather delicate point of 
procedure, in as much as her dele- 
gates are invited to participate only 
in the Pacific end of the conference, 
the armaments phase being limited 
to the five great Powers, the prob- 
ability is that it will be granted. 
Authorization to define her position, 
however, will not confer upon Bel- 
gium the privilege of entering into 
general armaments deliberations. 

The Belgians simply will be per- 
mitted to plead their case in much 
the same way that nations not offi- 
cially seated at the Paris peace con- 
ference presented their claims to 
that body, the difference being that 
in Paris these things were accom- 
plished secretly, whereas here they 
will be done right jout in the open. 

Belgium to Stress Dangers. 

Whether Baron de Cartier, chief 
of the Belgian delegation, will take 
the floor at Monday’s plenary sitting, 
following M. Briand’s much herald- 
ed address, cannot be ascertained, 
though it appears likely. The Bel- 
gian declaration will stress the simi- 
larity of Belgium’s geographical] sit- 
uation to that of France and of the 
dangers faced by both countries. 

Reference will be made to the ab- 
sence of any agreement guaranteeing 
Belgian neutrality, the pre-war 
treaty to that effect which Germany 
made a “scrap of paper” no longer 
existing. Baron de Cartier also may 
analyze and defend the Franco-Bel- 
gian defensive alliance, the military 
terms of which never have been pub- 
lished. 

France assuredly will welcome 
Belgiuth’s intervention, since it is 
of a nature t to support Premier Bri- 
and’s elucidation of the reasons why

Distinctively Hughes Address. 

By common consent the work was 
delegated to Secretary of State 
Hughes. He took the memoranda

In its 
vigor and utter simplicity it was 
distinctively a Hughes address: no 
other of the four American dele- 
gates, and certainly not President 
Harding, would have done the job 
with quite the same absence of the 
locutions characteristic of the usual 
run of state papers. It was  dis- 
tinctively an address by the new 
Hughes of 1921, not the Hughes who 
ran for the presidency. 

The matured plan grew out of the 
discussions of the conferees, but to 
Hughes Washington gives the credit 
for the original conception of its 
fundamentals. It is a common say- 
ing here that his is the best mind in 
the administration. To the newspa- 
per men at the Capitol has been giv- 
en an excellent opportunity for ob- 
serving the Secretary of State in the 
twice-a-day conferences which he 
holds with them, and there is hardly 
one of them who would dispute the 
general estimate of Hughes’ mental 
powers. . 

No better intellectual pastime can 
be had in Washington than that of 
attending a Hughes “‘‘press confer- 
ence” and noting the perfect func- 
tioning of his orderly mind. He can 
parry a question adroitly or answer 
it with such clarity that none but 
the most obtuse could possibly mis- 
understand it. It would be an unin- 
telligent reporter indeed who mis- 
quoted Hughes. 

Such is the popularity that he has 
gained by his frankness—at times a 
most amazing frankness—and such 
the whole-hearted appreciation of his 
bold strategy at the opening of the 
conference, that when he came be- 
fore a throng of newspaper men, 
American and foreign, to be quizzed 
after his proposal, they gave him a 
round of applause. Applause from 
those whose business it is to preserve

Hughes decided to shock the 
world into attention. What better 
way than by keeping the plan a se- 
cret and bringing it out with dra- 
matic suddenness at the very open- 
ing of the conference, when dele- 
gates and public alike would be ex- 
pecting only a formal exchange of 
amenities? The secret was entrust- 
ed to only a few and was perfectly 
kept. The navy was so little pre- 
pared for what was coming that its 
experts have not yet got together 
figures showing the financial effect 
of the proposed reduction. 

Hughes left the Arlington cere- 
monies early Friday afternoon to re- 
turn to the city and _ write his 
spéech. It did not go to the public 
printer till late that night. No ad- 
vance copies were distributed. Con- 
sequently, the surprise when Hughes 
lauched his bolt was complete and 
profound. The effect was exactly 
what Hughes had planned it should 
be. He proved himself at once a 
dramatist and a publicity expert.

Kato’s declaration of his country’s 
pacific intentions toward China was 
the high spot of the day’s confer- 
ence developments and brought the 
first week of the gathering to a 
close on the same note of interna- 
tional good will with which it was 
opened by Secretary of State 
Hughes. Several significant facts 
stand out clearly as stock is taken of 
the results during the first. week. 

Foremost is the fact that the con- 
ference, on its limitation of arma- 
ments, is virtually assured of suc- 
cess. From the beginning, the pol- 
icy of Secretary of State Hughes has 
been directed toward keeping the 
armament question to the fore and 
not permitting it to be submerged 
by the negotiations on other topics. 
The administration will pronounce 
the conference successful if the es- 
sential features of the Hughes pro- 
gram are accepted, regardless of 
whether or not anything tangible is 
done toward the settlement of the 
Pacific problems. 

Hughes Proposals Definite. 

The proceedings of the week have 
brought into bold relief the con- 
frast between the Hughes method of 
diplomacy and the Oriental and Eu- 
ropean method. Hughes struck out 
straight from the shoulder with a 
concrete plan. His definite propo- 
sals had to be met with definite re- 
tiles. Moreover, he struck in pub- 
lic, and compelled public discussion 
of his program. As a result of his 
method, the radical curtailment of 
the great navies of the world is ac- 
tually in sight, within a few days 
after the scheme was first broached. 

The Oriental diplomatic mind 
works differently. It must begin 
with a set of general principles, and 
work slowly toward their applica- 
tion to concrete cases. The defen- 
sive against a set of general prin- 
ciples is another set of general prin- 
ciples. In the end, nothing definite 
raay be done, and both sides may 
claim the victory. This is the style 
of diplomacy that is being applied to 
the Far Eastern phase of the pres- 
ent conference. Quick results are 
nct to be expected from it. 

According to well-informed ad- 
ministration opinion, there will be no 
evident failure of the Far Eastern 
end of the program. - The worst that 
can come will be.an understanding 
couched in general terms and leaving 
matters about as they are; it is hoped 
that a great deal more will come. 
Prediction as to the outcome would 
be rash at this stage. 

It is not likely that the question of 
land armaments will be permitted to 
complicate the work of the confer- 
ence.: France’s policy of refusal to 
curtail her huge army unless given 
guarantees against German aggres- 
sion, such a8 were contemplated in| resery 
the separate French treaty nego- 
tiated by Wilson and pigeon-holed by 
the American Senate, makes this 
problem one of extreme difficulty.

Belgium, Mr. Balfour for the Brit- 
ish Empire, and Senator Schanzer 
for Italy, then made statements 
in regard to the same subject. 

“Baron de Cartier asserted that: 

“‘*Belgium will unreservedly 
favor the policy of the open door. 
She desires to see assured to the 
industry and commerce of all the 
nations the possibility of sharing 
on a footing of complete and gen- 
uine equality the development of 
the resources of China to the 
greatest benefit of the Chinese 
people and of all humanity. 

“Belgium, in accord with the 
Powers concerned, is ready to 
consent to a fair increase in the 
customs duties. 


“She will align herself willingly 
on the side of the countries which 
are disposed to accept the gradual 
abandonment of their rights of 
jurisdiction as soon as the Chinese 
Government shall have completed 
the work that it has undertaken 
and shall be in position to give as- 
surance of the many guarantees 
that the proper administration of 
justice demands.” 


“Mr. Balfour’s statement: 

“‘*Mr. Balfour said that he 
thought it unnecessary to add one 
word to what had been said by 
colleagues in regard to the ques- 
tion of a general order which had 
been raised.’ 

“Senator Schanzer’s statement: | 

“‘T have the honor to state in 
the name of the Italian delega- 
tion that we fully subscribe to the 
noble sentiments that have been 
expressed by the orators who have 
preceded me. The Italian delega- 
tion is ready to examine, together 
with the other delegations, with 
the greatest care and in a spirit of 
sincere sympathy, the questions 
It will give its 
support to the solutions that shall 
appear to be best suited to assure 
the free development of China and 
to guarantee an equality in footing 
of the different nations in their ef- 
forts to promote the progress of 
China and of commerce with that 
country.” 

France Expresses Sympathy. 

“Mr. Briand expressed warm 
sympathy that France feels for 
China, with which she has a com- 
mon -frontier..about 1500 kilo- 
meters long. The French delega- 
tion is disposed to consider in the 
most favorable light the Chinese 
claims in their entirety, but in 
order to reach a practical result, 
it will be necessary to make & 
thorough examination of each 
claim.

Of course, many proposals 
will be considered in connection 
with their applications. He would 
desire to reserve to the Chinese 
delegation the right of discussing 
them in detail then. But he was 
sure that the friendly sentiments, 
as expressed, and the general spir- 
it of aceord thereby presented 
would be greatly conducive to the 
success of this conference.

ON SECOND BALLOT

He compared Jones with Judas Is- 
ceariot, who betrayed his master for 
30 pieces of silver, and said, “There 
would be more than that in it for 
Jones.

Assistant Circuit Attorney John- 
ston, in presenting the closing argu- 
ment for the State, referred to the 
defense as a “cousin and home made 
alibi.”

MISS ROBERTSON 
RAPS BIRTH CONTROL 
AND PAMPERED DOGS

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Pamp- 
ered lapdogs and birth control agi- 
tators were rapped by Miss Alice 
Robertson 2f Oklahoma, in a speech 
to the House today that provoked 
frequent applause among the men on 
the floor and Httle among the women 
in the gallery. 

She was cpposing the maternity 
and infancy bill, her attitude being 
in sharp contrast to that of her pre- 
decessor in the role of ‘Only 
Woman” in Congress, filled by Miss 
Jeanette Rankin two years ago. The 
laiter has long been an ardent sup- 
porter of the pending legislation and 
this session bas been working at the 
capitol)in its behalf while Miss Rob- 
ertson has been working against it. 

Representative Robertson wore a 
simple black dress. Her white hair 
was brushed straight back and tied 
in an old fashioned knot. She spoke 
in a low, musical voice, so low at 
times that many members gathered 
around the “well” in which she 
stood at the foot of the speaker's 
cais. Miss Robertson spoke from 
notes which she disregarded many 


“In a luxurious hotel in a great 
city not long since,” she said, “I saw 
a dog carefully wrapped in embroid- 
ored flannels and costly furs, carried 
by white canped maid for its limou- 
sine outing. Let us stop talking 
about hogs for a little while and 
talk a little about dogs.” 

Yesterday menfbers speaking for 
the bill had discussed the need of 
doing as much for the babies as for 
tne pigs. 

Miss Robertson's sally brought a 
roar of laughter and applause. 

She continued: “Birth control for 
the avenue — while Over on the 
crowded streets we find-the children 
playing. Scripture tells us of the 
golden streets of the heavenly city, 
that they will be filled with angel 
children, but that without are dogs 
and sorcerers and whoremongers, 
and whoever doeth or maketh a lie.”’ 

This brought another roar of ap- 
plause. after which Miss Robertson 
launched into the birth control fad- 
dists. 

“T have known the _ confidence,” 
she said, ‘‘of many people. I am 
not a mother, as you know, but God 
has given me more or less of a 
mother’s heart. I-have tried to be 
a comforter under sorrow in many 
instances. I have seen wives torn 
from the arms of husbands who have 
been for decades all the world to 
them. I have been with children, I 
have been with soldiers going to bat- 
tle.”’ 

Cites Tragedy in One Child Family. 
After describing one instance of 
the latter, in which a runaway boy 
had lost his life, and the grief of 
the parents, who had wanted but 
one child, she added: 

“As long as I live birth control 
must always bring up to me the hor- 
ror of that man’s grief.”’ 

She expressed a fear that the 
pending bill would provide for the 
encouragement of birth control. “I 
am not certain,” she added, “the 
originators of the bill certainly fav- 
ored it.” 

Miss Robertson said even though 
this were an administration bill she 
could not support it. “I think this 
fs a harmful Dill,’”” she concluded, 
“and I stand here and tell you so, 
and if I am digging my own politi- 
cal grave in doing so, let me say that 
it will be a mighty comfortable

HOW FORD WOULD 
TURN WARSHIPS 
INTO AUTOMOBILES 


He Tells the President It Would 
Be No Trick at All to Saw 
Up Big Craft. 


From the Washington Bureau of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Follow- 
ing Henry Ford’s refusal] yesterday 
to alter his Muscle Shoals offer to 
bring it into conformity with admin- 
istration ideas on the subject, it was 
learned today from an authoritative 
source that the administration prob- 
ably will lay the offer before Con- 
gress without recommendation. 

Such a course would be satisfac- 
tory to Ford, as it would bring about 
a thorough canvassing of his offer 
and the opposition to it in congres- 
sional debate. 

Interest in Ford’s Plan. 

In Washington yesterday, Ford 
gave attention both to his proposal 
to take over the Government dams 
and nitrate plant at Muscle Shoals 
and also to his newer project of 
turning discarded battleships into 
automopiles. Secretary of War 
Weeks, whom Ford was to have seen 
was ill, and late in the day Secretary 
of Commerce Hoover was substi- 
tuted as administration spokesman 
in the Muscle Shoals conference 
Meantime Ford took occasion to dis- 
cuss with President Harding and 
Secretary of the Navy Denby his 
scheme to put to good use the bat- 
tleships which, it is expected, would 
be Junked in event of the success of 
the armament limitation confer- 
ence. 

“The President and the Secretary 
of the Navy, particularly the latter ” 
said Ford, “were very much interest - 
ed in my proposition, but navel ex- 
perts, to whom Mr. Denby referred 
the matter, raised some question as 
to the feasibility of the plan. They 
said the ships were very heavy and 
cumbersome and that the cost of 
operating a dry dock, during the 
scrapping process, might make it 
unprofitable. 

“I told them I would bulla my own 
dry dock and use it to build mer- 
chant ships afterward. I would 


bang a crane over this dry dock and

“We have already compounded 
alloy steel in our plant, an inch- 
thick piece of which required 190,-

our plants. I pointed out to him 
that I have an 80-acre tract on the 


the coast available for the job; also 
that we have plants in Manchester) 
and Cork where this steel could be 
utilized. 

Railroad Strap Used by Ford. 

“Why, do you know that we picked 
up enough steel scrap, rails, old car 
trucks and the like on the D. T. 
and I. Railroad to almost pay for 
it? We melted most of it up, al- 
though some of the rails we shipped 
up to the Upper Peninsula for use 
in our logging and mining opera- 
tions. 

“T am in dead earnest about the 
battleships. If they will turn them 
over to us we will put all of the ma- 
terials in them to good use, and we 
will employ a whole lot of men tear- 
ing them to pieces in the bargain. 

“If you stop building battleships 
and reduce the number of ships in 
operation, you will throw a whole 
lot of men out of jobs. That is the 
most serious problem that disar- 
mament presents. The governments 
have got to find a way to employ 


these men. That is what I am try. 
ing to do also at Muscle Shoals Dam, 
supply a lot of men with useful em- 
ployment. Muscle Shoals, fully de- 
veloped, will itself put 1,000,000 men 
to work.” 

Ford and his engineers discussed 
the details of the Muscle Shoals 


project with Hoover, who sought 


fer ‘for the property, but without 
success. The one important change 
in the proposal was an offer by Ford 
to complete the dams at cost for thé 
Government. 

The discussion chiefly revolved 
around the variations in estimates 
of the Ford engineers and the Army 
engineers of the cost of completing 
the work. The Ford estimate is 
aproximately $40,000,000, whereas 
the Government estimates range as 
high as $60,000,000. The difference, 
however, it is agreed, is largely due 
to variation in prices of materials 
and labor at the times the two esti- 
mates were made. 

What Ford Has Proposed. 

Ford has proposed to contribute 
$28,000,000 of the cost of complet- 
ing the work. The remaining $12,- 
000,000 of the cost, as he estimates 
it, would be made up to the Govern- 
ment by the improvement in naviga- 
tion of the Tennessee River which 
the completion of the dams would 
effect. On three different occasions 
the Army engineers have approved 
plans for making the Tennessee 
navigablé for large vessels at costs 
ranging from $9,500,000 fo $12,000,- 
000, and it is on these estimates that 
Ford’s plan is based. 


Ford believes that he can complete 


the work with his own organization | 
at much less cost than the Govern- | 


ment can do it, and it is for this 
reason that he has offered to under- 
take it. 

Ford’s is the only private offer 
that the Government has_ received 
for the property, hence the question 
appears to be between this offer and 
a plan for completing the work by 
Government enterprise. 

At present the partially completed 
plant is costing the Government 
$700,000 a year to maintain. Also 
navigation of the river is complete-

The high tide of Yale’s attack came this afternoon late in the third | 


period, just as dusk was settling over the huge stadium and the gray ghost 
of impending defeat was clutching at every Harvard heart except those 
that beat strong under the crimson jerseys lined up in desperate defense 


of Harvard’s threatened goal. 


An instant Yale faltered. 
roaring blue billow broke 
smother of foam.

I have seen better football and 
greater teams, but seldom a more 
thrilling reversal of form or a wild- 
er finish. In some spots the game 
rose to the heights of football war, 
in others mistaken strategy and 
amazingly amateurish piay made it 
almost a comedy, so that laughter 
rippled through the stands. 


Yale Started Brilliantly. 
We'll cut out the dry detail of 


kicks and plunges, of who tackled, 
who fumbled and who recovered, 
who punted and who ran back the 
ball, and say that throughout the 
first half Yale made good and 
seemed in a fair way to justify the 
2-1 betting on the Blue favorite. 

Aldrich was a streak of light, a 
flash, a wriggling, twisting ground 
gainer. Jordan was a thunderbolt 
when driving headlong through the 
line. O’Hearn was everywhere and 
in everything, and the rest of the 
Eli team on the job every moment. 
It seemed then that only the muddy, 
slippery field could keep Yale from 
scoring almost at will. Yet in some 
way Harvard stiffened when near 
her goal line, and when resistance 
slackened some Yale runner slipped 
in the mud and fell down for a loss 
that let Harvard out of trouble. 

It was Aldrich who scored for 
Yale. He made a twisting, eel-like 
run through the Harvard tacklers, 
28 yards, to within easy § striking 
distance of the Harvard goal, took 
a few yards more in spite of stub- 
born resistance, and when checked 
simply dropped back and, without 
moving from his tracks, calmly 
drop-kicked a field goal from the 
20-yard line. At that moment scor- 
ing against Harvard seemed _ easy, 
and the Yale rooter sections sang 
and cheered themselves~ hoarse, 
while the Yale band made more noise 
that 20 circus calllopes under one 
roof.

The Tide of Battle in Harvard’s Favor 


‘All throug this we have come 
down into the third period. The 
crowds on the huge stand were un- 
usually. silent. Only the rooters 
made any noise at all, and you 
might say they rooted because that 
was what they were there for. The 
Blue team hgd begun to score, and 
seemed to be taking its time, in- 
exorably shoving Harvard up and 
down the field, not getting particu- 
larly excited over it.

Fitts 
took the ball down to Yale’s 19-yard 
line and Owen went over for what 
looked like another touchdown, but 
was called back and Harvard drew 
a penalty for interference. 


Owen Kicks Field Goal. 
The story is nearly over. Forward 
passes failed. Yale had shot its 


bolt, and Harvard dominated the 
field, but could not cross the goal 
line again. So, a few minutes later, 
Owen neatly drop-kicked a 30-yard 
field goal, making the score Harvard 
10, Yale 3. And there it stayed. 

As darkness came and Yale strug-

I have no doubt if one Yale man

McLeod 
occasionally landed one and sent Pal 
staggering back, with Pal’s man- 
ager shouting: “Take care of that 
crazy left hand!” 

Another time Pal thought he had 
a soft spot in Kid Regan, a ‘“‘local 
wonder.” Regan swarmed all over 
him and forced Moore to step out at 
a 2-minute mark or thereabouts to 
keep out of Regan’s way. Pal potted 
the enemy, as he came in, to such an 
extent that Regan afterward said he 
saw gloves coming at him for a 
week. Neverthless it was Pal who 
was the more surprised of the two. 

‘Now comes Peewee, to take on 
Moore and he may proye the tough- 
est nut of the lot. ‘ 

Moore probably does not expect to 
encounter more than theaverage 
“local pride,” Tuesday. Even if he 
did, it would not worry the former 
“gob,”’ as he has faced the Her- 
mans, Buffs, Lynchs, Wildes, et al., 
and more than held his own, on a 
scientific basis. 

Pal’s soft spot is that while he can 
land, he hasn't the necessary mulé- 
power behind his kicks to definitely 
eliminate his foes. When Pal en- 
ters the ring, he goes in with what 
to most boxers would be an im- 
paired morale. The knowledge that 
the enemy knows about his powder- 
puff punch and is nét particularly 
afraid of him does not tend to en- 
courage most boxers. The records 
show that Pal has not knocked out 
a foe since he felled'the rather indif- 
ferent boxer, Eugene Criqui, French 
champion, in 1916. Prior to that 
you could count on the fingers of 
one hand all the opponents he has 
stopped. 

Put yourself in Pal’s place, as he 
is about to face a foe with a real 
wallop—say one like Pete Herman— 
a man of title class and a fighter of 
skill and power, when he wants to 
turn them loose. You'll agree it 
takes nerve to go against foes like 
that. 


Moore Meets Them All. 
Moore's record shows he has done 
this without reservation. The fact 


that but six decisions, mostly hair- 
line, have been rendered against 
him in all his career, tells ~Pal's 
story sufficiently. He's there. 

But, getting back to Pewee— 
Moore probably has figured he wil! 
merely have a workout Tuesday and 
if he has he will be justified. But 
how strenuous a workout it will be 
he probably has no idea. 

Pewee is no Archie McLeod. He 
is not wild, but he has a punch. 
He’s a sharp-shooter who can hit 
straight and if he doesn't get stage 
fright he will be a formidable fac- 
tor, 

Peewee Fit for the Ordeal. 

He swept everything before him 
as an amateur. He turned profes- 
sional and again cleaned up, beating 
all the foes he has faced, some of 
them by the knockout route. He 
has had the benefit of first-class ad- 
vice from an experienced handler. 
There is every reason to believe that 


~he is ready for a real test. 


He will get it. The faster they 
come the faster Moore boxes. His 
last appearance here was against Joe 
Lynch, then champion. Boxing in 
his usual freak style, his guard 
seemingly down, with gloves hangc- 
ing at his sides, he fairly outshone 
the champion and had that ambitious 
boxer floundering madly around in 
his.wake all evening. In a subse- 
quent bout at Louisville, on the night 
of the Derby, Moore repeated his 
performance and made Lynch look 
like the challenger instead of the 
champion. 

Moore will not be tn St. Louis until 
Monday. His home and his train- 
ing quarters are in Chicago. But 
however late Moore appears, he al- 
ways shows up in shape to do his 
best——which ts more than some who 
have held titles can truthfully say. 

Tuesday's match is the most in- 
teresting of the season, locally. 
Kaiser is generally considered the 
beat “prospect” in thg city; he has 
a world of friends, or indeed Pal 
Moore has. A large attendance is 
expected by authorities of the An-

Jim is 
popularly supposed to have grown 
up as a boiler maker. The fact ia, 
his first job was in a cannery near 
Los Angeles. 

Two men were employed to haul 
truck loads of canned fruit from 
cannery to warehouse along an in- 
clined railWay, one at a time. It 
was hard to keep men, as they com- 
plained that the trucks were too 
heavy and on the incline ‘it was al- 
most impossible for any two men to 
handle a truck without danger of 
losing control. 

Pair after pair quit. 
when two men had left, Jim Jef- 
fries, a 16-year-old boy; weighing 
about 225 pounds, strolled in and 
asked for a job. To get rid of him 
they told him to start hauling the 
loaded trucks, unaided. 

Sounds Like “Pipe Dream.” 

Jim walked up to the cannery, and 
in a few minutes was seen coming 
down the inclined railway, guiding 
two loaded. trucks, one ahead and 
one behind him. He worked that 
way from 10 to 14 hours a day dur- 
ing the canning season. 

The boss was so struck by Jef- 
fries’ strength that he paid him two 
men's wages. It was later that Jim 
worked as a boiler maker, but only 
for a short time. 

Jeffries was so strong he hardly 
felt blows that would kill an ordi- 
nary man. Once a painter's scaffold 
fell on him from an upper _ story, 
blocks weighing 5” pounds striking 
him on the neck and tearing out a 
piece of flesh. Jeffries shook him- 
self and laughed. 

In the ring he took the hardest 
blows of Fitzsimmons, Sharkey and 
other great hitters and apparently 
didn't feel them. He was only 17 
when he fought Griffin, a colored 
heavyweight who fought Johnson 
and Langford and all the rest of 
them.

The boy walked into Griffin's 
heavy punches until Griffin's arms 
dropped from sheer weariness, 
then knocked Griffin out. 

Among wrestlers’ the 
trained man I ever saw was George 
Hackenschmidt, the ‘‘Russian Lion.”’ 
Weighing only 210 pounds, Hack 
Was one mass of muscle. His fav- 
Orite trick was to pick up his op- 
ponent ,turn him over in the air, 
and throw him to the mat. This 
usually resulted in stunning the vic- 
tim, when Hack would turn him over 
without any more trouble. Hack 
liked to exercise by putting up one 
hundred and fifty pound dumbbells 
with either hand. 


A Human Steam Roller. 
Nouroulah, the gigantic Turk, who 


visited this country about 18 years 
ago, was six feet, ten inches tall and 
weighed 415 pounds. Of coursé 
there was little use in tackling him. 

He handled Roeber and Jenkins, 
champions in their day and skillful 
men, by simply pulling them down 
and rolling over them. Roeber, who 
was a short, stocky fellow, was so 
nearly smothered under the Turk’s 
huge bulk that the referee, Tim 
Hurst, ordered the Turk to get up.

Nouroulah told me, through an 
interpreter, that when he was young- 
er he used to wrestle “to the death” 
as a member of the Sultan’s retinue 
of wrestlers—gouging, strangling, 
kicking and bene breaking tricks all 
part of the game—on gala occasions 
the victors adding interest by strang- 
ling the beaten men. 

As far as I could see, Nouroulah 
trained entirely on Turkish coffee, 
as thick as soup, and cigarettes, 
which he smoked incessantly. 

The original “Terrible Turk” was 
a smaller man than Nouroulah. He 
lies at the bottom of the ocean, 
where he was carried by his belt 
full of American gold when ship- 
wrecked on his return trip. 

The strongest weight-lifter was 
Louis Cyr, the French-Canadian. Cyr 
was apparently a fat man, round as 
a ball, of fair height, huge limbed, 
smoothly muscled. He really lifted 
tremendous weights, not faking like 
other professional strong men. 

Cyr had a standing challenge, 
with a big side stake, to any other 
strong man in the world, to dupli- 
cate any of his weight lifting feats.

pounds in athletic. costume. For ail 
his huge bulk he is remarkably nim- 
ble on his feet, throwing the ham- 
mers with three turns in either a 
Seven or a nine-foot circle. 

Ralph Rose, whose shot-putting 
records still stand, was six feet as‘x 
inches and weighed about as muoh 
as Ryan, although he was a “mere 
wisp” of some 265 pounds when at 
his best. 

So many men of tremendous 
strength have played football that 
it is hard to list them. Eddie Hart 
of Princeton weighed 210 pounds, 
could run 100 yards in 10 flat, and 
bad the iron strength of a gorilla 
in his long arms and bony hands. 
It was almost impossible to pull him 
down. His very touch hurt, and rival 
football players ofter said that Hd- 
die’s fingers left black and blue 
marks wherever they happened to 
meet an opposing arm or leg. 

Glass of Yale, six feet five, was 
the strongest man of his day, a 
sinewy fellaw, like fron. 

Hogan of Yale had a record, play- 
ing four years and never having 
time taken out for him or sustain- 
ing an injury.

It is almost 20 years ago since I 
stood on the end of a Princeton team 
and watched Charlie Daly look us 
ever with that keen eye of his be- 
fore deciding where he could hurt 
us worst, and usually the play would 
be directed where the possibilities of 
gain were the greatest. Daly is a 
great. tactician and though he has 
not had as much success as I believe 
his efforts deserve at West Point re- 
cently, he is réally a wonderful 
coach. He is a great student of de- 
tail and the army discipline and 
training fits into football very well 
indeed. Practice at West Point is 
run off with clock-like precision. Not 
a detail is neglected. Daly is a 
great believer in mapping out every- 
thing beforehand and a typewritten 
list or a schedule of the afternoon’s 
work is posted with military pre- 
cision before every practice. 


Coaches Conservative. 
The West Point coaches are dis- 
tinctly . conservative and it is hard 


for them to depart from old tradi- 
tional football. Last fall Daly and 
the Army team visited Princgton on 
the day of the Navy-Princeton game, 
which we managed to win, 14—0. 
Princeton used an open formation in 
this game with considerable success, 
just as we used it in the Harvard 
and Yale games this year. Later in 
the year the Army adopted the same 
formation and used it to some extent 
against the Navy with no success, I 
asked one of the Army coaches how 
they happened to use this chaarcter 
of play against the Navy and said 
that I was rather surprised that they 
did, it being rather foreign to Army 
traditions. The coach laughingly 
remarked that Gen. MacArthur, who 
accompanied Daly to the Princeton 
game, was rather impressed with 
the style of play and suggested to 
Daly that he use it. 

I saw Daly this fall for a few 
minutes and he remarked that the 
Army was going. to atick to basic 
principles this year. Personally, I 
am a great believer in open play and 
think there is nothing like it for ef- 
fective ground gaining. But a coath 
must believe in any system or style 
of attack to make it a succevs. It vas 
clearly noticeable by the way the 
Army players took this formation 
that they had little confidence in 
what they were doing. So I think I 
am pretty sure in predicting tl.at the 
Army is going to stick to straight 
fgotball, if I may be permitted to 
call close formation with the quar- 
terback under center, by such a 
name.

get it on the run. 

When a back is driving toward the 
center of the line, it is practically 
impossible for him to start until he 
gets the ball, as is is almost an im- 
possibility for the center to gauge 
with any accuracy the pass to the 
back. In this respect I admit the 


-advocates of the quarter handling 


the ball have an advantage. The 
back, when he knows the quarter- 
back will float the ball up to him, 
has to think of nothing but getting 
away. The pass is sure and accu- 
rate and there is little chance of a 
fumble, while with the other style 
of play, the back has to get the ball 
before he can really get a start. 
Advantages of Direct Pass. 

Of course, the advocates of the 
direct pass have this in their favor. 
By eliminating the quarterback, you 
are able to get another man ahead 
of the runner, or play this extra 
man on the end of the line so as to 
open up the defense which in return 
makes line bucking easier. With 
seven men on the line of scrimmage 
and the quarterback under center, 
the defensive line does not have to 
cover quite as much ground. Again, 
the quarterback under center has a 
tendency to hold the defensive cen- 
ter in or near the line, as with the 
center out of the line, it {is always 
possible to make a quick dash 
through thfs opening. 

The West Point attack is predi- 
cated upon holding the quarterback 
under center except on wide swing 
plays. The quarter is coached to 


‘outwit the defense. Daly and Prich- 


ard, who is coaching the backs, be- 
lieve absolutely that it is not the 
number of plays to a minute but the 
accuracy with which they are run 
off which counts. The quarterbacks 
are schooled by the hour in looking 
over the line of scrimmage and siz- 
ing up the position of the defense. 
In one Army and Navy game, a few 
years ago, Prichard ran the ball 80 
yards without a mistake, finding an 
opening every time in the Navy line, 
and with two such instructors you 
can be sure that generaiship will not 
lose the Navy game. ; 
Army Has a Rugged Line. 

The line is big, rugged and strong, 

weighing from tackle to tackle close 


to 200 pounds. It is an evenly bal- 
anced line with not “much extra 
weight, but with plenty of drive and 
speed. The line has plenty of experi- 
ence and knows how to use its hands, 
and what is more, there are many 
good substitutes.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Warm 
and unqualified indorsement of the 
Post-Dispatch efforts to relieve the 
unemployment situation in St. Louis 
by getting large scale building op- 
erations under way was given today 
by Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
in a talk with the Post-Dispatch 
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correspondent. 

The St. Louis idea of bringing to- 
gether contractors, bankers, material 
supply men and the representatives 
of labor follows closely the recom- 
mendations of the unemployment 
conference recently held in Washing- 
ton, of which Secretary Hoover was 
chairman. It was the finding of 
this conference, reiterated by Hoover 
today, that the key to the whole un- 
employment problem is resumption 
of building. 

“The method which St. Louis is 
following,”’ said the Secretary, after 
the plan had been explained to him, 
“is like the diplomacy of Secretary 
of State Hughes. It deals not with 
general principles but with concrete 
facts. That sort of program will get 
results in the unemployment field 
as well as in international relations.” 

Comprehensive Movement. 

Hoover added that several other 
cities, including Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, had initiated movements

Von Tirpitz, in his memoirs, laid-stress on the 
effect of the Wilson submarine notes. Ludendorff 
declares in his book that the “Wilson propagan- 
da” that found root in Berlin and finally grew 
there, eventually convinced the German people 
that it was not they themselves, but the Govern- 
ment and militarism, that the United States was 
warring against. This was the seed of dissen- 
sion that ruined German morale at home. 

Tirpitz declared that the beginning of the end 
came when, in answer to the President’s Sussex 
note, “we showed the world that we were going 
down before America.” 

Probably the most enlightening. chapter of 
either book is that containing Tirpitz’s contention 
that the influence of the Wilson submarine notes 
resulted in Japan's stronger and more active alli- 
ance with the allies. In this connection Von Tir 
pitz says: 

Only the transmitting to Germany of the 
threatening notes of President Wilson, when 
he inveighed against my submarine campaign 
during the latter stages of the war, prevented 
Japan from coming to tis in a great German- 
Japanese alliance, which would have ended - 
the war at once. 

The overtures of the Pope, in August, 1917, were 
rejected, and again the attention of the world was 
arrested by the masterly leadership of the Amert- 
can President. 

On Aug. 27, 1917, the President, through his 
'@ecretary of State, addressed the following reply 
ito the Pope: — 


To His Holiness Benedictus XV., 
In acknowledgment of the communication 
of your holiness to the belligerent peoples,

In the post-war books of both Hindenburg and Ludendorff, there is ample acknowledgment of 
President Wilson's activity in breaking down the morale of the German people in his notes in which he 
bred what finally became an overwhelming distrust by the people of their leaders. It was this distrust 
that brought about the capitulation of Germany: 


of very sober judgment that will insure us 
against it. 

His holiness in substance proposes that we 
return to the status quo ante bellum, and that 
then there be a general condonation, disarma- 
ment, and a concert of nations based upon an 
acceptance of the principle of arbitration; that 
by a similar concert freedom of the seas be 
established and that the territorial claims of 
France and Italy, the perplexing problems of 
the Balkan States, and the restitution of Po- 
land be left to such conciliatory adjustments 
as may be possible in the new temper of such 
a peace, fue regard being paid to the aspira- 
tions of the peoples whose political fortunes 
and affiliations will be involved. 

It is manifest that no part of this program 
can be carried out successfully unless the 
restitution of the status quo ante bellum fur- 
nishes a firm and satisfactory basis for it. 
The object of this war is to deliver the free 
peoples of the world from the menace and the 
actual power of a vast military establishment 
controlled by an irresponsible Government 
which, having secretly planned to dominete 
the world, proceeded to carry the plan out 
without regard to the sacred obligations of 
treaty or the long-established practices and 
long-cherished principles of international ac- 
tion and honor; which chose its own time for 
the war; delivered its blow fiercely and sud- 
denly; stopped.at no barrier either of law or 
of mercy; swept a whole continent within the 
tide of blood—not the blood of soldiers only, 
but the blood of innocent women and children 
also and of the helpless poor; and now stands 
balked but not defeated, the enemy of four- 
fifths of the world. This power is not the Ger- 


man people. It is the ruthless masters of the . 


German people. It is no business of ours how 
they submitted with temporary sest to the 
domination of its purpose; but it is eur busi- 
ness to see to it that the history of the rest of 
the world is no longer left to its handling. 

To deal with such a power by way of peace 
upon the plan proposed by his holiness the 
Pope would so far’as we can see involve a 
recuperation of its strength and a renewal of 
its policy; would make it necessary to create 
@ permanent hostile combination of nations 
against the German people who are its instru- 
ments; and would result in abandoning the 
newborn Russia to intrigue, the manifold 
subtie interference and the certain counter- 
revolution which would be attempted by all 
the malign influences to which the German 
Government has of late accustomed the world. 
Can peace be based upon a restitution of its 
power or upon any word of honor it could 
pledge in & treaty of settlement and sccom- 
modation? 


Defines Purposes to the Pope 


Responsible statesmen must now every- 
where see, if they never saw before, that no 
peace can rest securely upon political or ece- 
nomic restrictiong meant benefit some na- 
tions and cripple or em others, upon 


vindictive action of any sort, or any kind of 
revenge or deliberate injury. The American 
people have suffered intolerable wrongs at 
the hands of the Imperial German Govern- 
ment, but they desire no reprisal upon the 


German people, who have themselves suffered — 


all things in this war which they did not 
choose. They believe that peace should rest 
upon the rights of peoples, not the rights of 
Governments—the rights of peoples great er 
small, weak or powerful—their equal right to 
freedom sand security and self-government 
and to a participation upon fair terms in the 
economic opportunities of the world—the Ger- 
man people, of course, included—if they will 
accept equality and not seek domination. 

The test, therefore, of every plan of peace 
is this: Is it based upon the faith of all the 
peoples involved or merely upon the word of 
an ambitious and intriguing Government on 
the one hand and of a group of free peoples 
on the other? This ts a test which goes to the 
root of the matter; and it is the test which 
must be applied. 

The purposes of the United States in this war 
are known to the whole world, to every people 
to whom the truth has been permitted to 
come. They do not need to be stated again. 
We seek no material advantage of any kind. 
We believe that the intolerable wrongs done 
in this war by the furious and brutal power 
of the Imperial German Government ought to 
be repaired, but not at the expense of the sov- 
ereianty of any. people—rather a vindication 
of the sovereignty both of those that are 
weak and those that are strong. Punitive 
damages, the dismemberment of empires, the 
establishment of selfish and exclusive ¢co- 
nomic leagues, we deem inexpedient and in 
the end worse than futile, no proper basis for 
@ peace of any kind, least of all for an endur- 
ing peace. That must be based upon justice 
and fairness and the common rights of man- 


rulers of Germany as a guaranty of anything 
that fs to endure, unless explicitly supported 
by such conclusive evidence of the will and 
purpose of the German people themselves as 
the other peoples of the world would be jus- 
tified {n accepting. Without such guaranties 
treaties of settlement, agreements for dis-

What Is a Fair Price? 

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

E all believe that the prices we pay 

are too high. But believing and 
knowing are two different things. The 
average man, like myself, does not know 
and has no direct means of finding out 
just what a fair price would be. It is 


this ignorance of the public that makes 
the weight of public opinion ineffective 
in reducing prices. 

In order that we can properly com- 
pare the original and the final price, it 
is necessary that they should both be 
based upon the same kind of measure- 
ments. We must assume that nothing is 
lost by spoilage—that is, that everything 
the farmer sells is resold to the ultimate 
consumer. On this basis, for any certain 
dfticle of food, for every dollar the 
farmer receives, how much does the buy- 
i public have to pay? 

"To make this more clear, take as illus- 
tration the price of beef. The average 
cow weighs so much. It produces 80 
many pounds of different cuts. The total 
retail price of that cow can be ascer- 
tained. It is true there are valuable by- 
products, leather, etc., but let us ignore 
those for the moment. The ratio between 
the original price for the cow as received 
by the farmer and the total final retail 
price of the meat it produces gives us the 
selling price for every dollar of the orig- 

“{nal price. 

"If we could have reliable figures on all 
the different principal foods, showing the 
retail price as compared with $1 original 
price, it would be interesting reading, to 
say the least. 

_Of course, no one is stupid enough to 
believe that this difference is all profit. 
Iy,has to Cover an immense variety of 
expenses. In all cases there are expenses 
for collection, containers of some kind, 
transportation and distribution. In most 

ses there are also expenses for some at 
least of the following: Killing, curing, 

ing, refrigerating, packing, spoilage, 
€ All these things cost money. 

But are they costing more than they 
ought to cost? There is a growing con- 
viction that they are costing a great deal 
too much. The food passes through too 
many hands. It is not so much that the 
wages of those employed in the inter- 
mediary stages are too high, but rather 
that too many workers are employed. 
It is not eo much that any particular 
profit is too high, but there are too many 
profits to be divided. 

Can't we have the facts?

STOP MEANS STOP. 

It is gratifying to note that the American dele- 
gates to the arms conference stand firm on the 
Hughés proposal for armament limitation against 
Japan’s contention for a change of ratio and that 
informally, at least, the British delegates stand with 
the United States. 

The Japanese demand, which is yet in tentative 
form, has two phases. One relates to the capital ship 
limitation, on which Japan proposes a larger ratio 
of 10—10—7, instead of the ratio of 5—5—3 proposed 
by Mr. Hughes on the basis of the present status of 
the navies of the three Powers. The other phase re- 
lates to airplanes and auxiliary cruisers. Japan in- 
sists on a larger allowance of airplane carriers and a 
proportion of euxiliary cruisers equal to that of Great 
Britain and the United States; in short, that she 
be allotted more airplane carriers and cruisers equal 
to those of the other nations in the agreement. 

Japan’s plea for a greater allowance of airplanes 
and an equality of cruisers is based upon the argu- 
ment of necessity of greater armaments in these 
lines on account of the geography of her possessions 
and the light and easily destructible character of her 
houses. 

The long and short of it is that Japan wants an 
advantage in naval equipment beyond the ratio fixed 
by the present basis of ngval power, unless, in the 
matter of capital ships, she can show that her present 
navy and building program exceed the strength 
credited to her. Japan is figuring from a war not a 
peace standpoint. She is still thinking of militaristic 
advantage and naval competition and not of disarma- 
ment. 

Japan’s contention, assuming that the present basis 
of allowances is in accord with existing naval forces, 
cannot be conceded without violating the principle 
of noncompetition in navies and opening the door to 
a continuation of competition in naval armaments. 
If arguments for disproportionate armaments and of 
special geographic and internal needs are to gov- 
ern in the case of Japan, why not in the case of other 
nations? Britain has ground to plead for special al- 
lowances on account of special needs by reason of 
her location and her far-flung empire. The special 
needs of other nations would have to be considered 
and naval competition, with all its evils, would be 
the result. 

The militaristic view on the part of Japan is to 
be expected. The Government of Japan differs rad- 
ically from that of any nation in the conference and, 
in fact, from all the civilized nations. Japan, as H. 
G. Wells pointed out in one of his Post-Dispatch 
articles and Alexander Powell develops more fully 
in the Atlantic Monthly, is an imperial autocracy, 
with greater real power, authority and influence than 
Prussian junkerism, because obedience to the Mikado 
is the religion of the people. “The Mikado is all- 
powerful and the constitutional government is mere- 
ly his instrument. But the Mikado’s power is exer- 
cised through an invisible government, without con- 
stitutional or legal standing, but with practically 
unlimited authority. The Emperor’s autocratic power 
is wielded by the Genro, or Elder Statesmen, the 
remnant of the men who raised Japan, chiefly through 
the strength and accomplishments of her army and 
navy, to her present power, possessions and hizh po- 
sition among the nations. Her advance has been 
made by the sword. Three old men-—Field Marshal 
Prince Yamagata, Marquis Okuma and Marquis Mat- 
sukata—are the real government of Japan. They con- 
trol the army and navy without reference to the con- 
stitutional Government and in effect control the Gov- 
ernment. They belong to the Samurai, the ancient 
warrior class, and under their authority Japan has 
become a great military nation. It was their disre- 
gard of the pledges of the constitutional Government 
in several notable instances that is the cause of the 
distrust of the Japanese Government. The Parlia- 
ment is practically helpless and public opinion as yet 
a voice crying in the wilderness. 


We believe that Japan wants the good will of other 
nations and is strongly inclined to co-operate in re- 
ducing armaments and maintaining peace. The 
competition is too strong for her resources. But 
“ognizance must be taken of her autocratic Govern- 
ment and its imperialistic and militaristic forces. 
[It may be necessary to thresh out the question of thé 
power and responsibility of her Government in rela- 
tion to agreements. 

America and Great Britain must, at least, stand 
firmly against the militaristic tendency of this sur- 
viving imperial autocracy. They must stand for the 
Hughes proposal in Principle and at all vital points. 
It has been aptly said that the way to stop arma- 
ment competition is to stop it short, and the sole 
basis of an effective stop is the relative strengths of 
the military nations on Nov. 12, without favor or 
special privileges to any nation. The limitation of

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THE FUTURE OF ANNAPOLIS. 

One effect of the Hughes navy-junking proposal, to 
which casual space has been given in the day’s news, 
is the reduction of the student body at Annapolis. 
It is regarded as incidental rather than major, but 
in the long view it may well assume first class mag- 
nitude. With the navy diminished and threatened as 
an institution, at least as a growing force, and no 
longer offering a career, will not its attractiveness to 
ambitious youths have automatically vanished? Why 
should young men spend priceless years in training 
for a profession that has become obsolete? 

The questions are pertinent. Nevertheless, the 
passing of the navy as an agency for aggression or 
defense does not mean, necessarily, that Annapolis 
shall close its doors. But it will mean a revolu- 
tionary change in the character and purpose of the 
instruction. Engineering problems will remain to 
be solved. Science, already accomplishing miraculous 
economies in natural forces, will be incited to larger 
and more daring projects. And the Spartan thor- 
oughness of Annapolis, the grim code under which 
only the fittest survive, may be of inestimable value 
in an age of pampering tendency. 

No, the naval schools will not immediately be razed 
They may still be the gateway to illustrious service 
for potential Edisons, Farradys, Steimetzes and da 
Vincis. But the dreams of future midshipmen will 
be free of gold braid, epaulettes and quarterdeck au- 
tocracy. The difference is fundamental.

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JUST A MINUTE IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C.—Scene: The British 
Embassy in Washington. Time: Six o'clock in 
the afternoon. In the great reception room, 
where there is a full-length painting of King 
George made up as king, about 100 correspond- 
ents of the daily press are waiting to see Mr. 
Balfour, head of the British delegation to the 
disarmament conference. 

Diplomats may be everything they have been 
charged with being, but they have one virtue 
that more than offset all their faults: They 
are prompt. As the English clock in the hall 
strikes the hour there is a stir at the door. 
The throng leaps to its feet as the tall figure 
of Sir Arthur appears, flanked on one side by 
Lord Riddle and on the other bythe British 
Ambassador at Washington, Sir Auckland 
Geddes. 

The British diplomat wears the traditional 
long black coat of international intrigue and 
an old-fashioned turnover collar with black 
bow tie. Reminiscent of the last century, he 
seems strangely disqualified to have probably 
the principal voice in fixing the status of the 
Pacific Ocean for the next 100 years; but you 
will understand that better as we proceed. 

fe * * 

He is meeting the press to keep it from get- 
ting too far afield as to Great Britain's posi- 
tion on the issues of the conference. Mr. 
Hughes does the same thing for our Govern- 
ment, and it is done for Japan. The air is full 
of rumors, most of which must be speedily de- 
nied. Men are even greater gossips than wom- 
en. They have had to have the press to re- 
strain them. | 

Sir Arthur seats himself facing his audi- 
ence and begins with saying that he will bw 
giad to answer any questions. They are fired 
at him by correspondents from Europe, Asia 
and America, each reflecting its peculiar in- 
terest. Sir Arthur meets these questions with 
the practiced art of his school. What he wants 
known he makes known, and what he doesn’t 
want known he avoids with the Mghtness of 
shadow-boxing. When the question is too di- 
rect he is even a little deaf. 

They seem ingenuous, these Englishmen. Be- 
side the quick and alert French-and Italians 
they seem lumbering and slow-witted. Yet 
they have buried nations that understood per- 
fectly right off the reel, and their Empire its 
largely built on the mistakes of those who 
were quicker than scat. So let us not be de- 
ceived. The audience passes off successfully. 
Nothing has been divulged. Sir Arthur is 
borne off triumphantly, supported by Lord 
Riddle°and Sir Auckland Geddes, and we all 
go over to the Japanese Embassy.

The Japanese method is nothing like the 
British, The Japanese have been diplomats 
only 50 years, and their yes and no are more 
easily distinguishable. When the Baron Kato 
receives the press he sits calmly and politely, 
speaking to the correspondents through an in- 
terpreter. They get just as much out of him, 
but it doesn’t seem like ft. The American 
method occupies an intermediate stage. Mr.

If you visited 
all three of them and asked them when they 
thought Santa Claus would probably come 
next, Baron Kato would say Christmas; Mr. 
Hughes would say he is not free to specu- 


late on anything far ahead, and Mr. Bal- 
four would say that is one .of the 


finest of all holidays. It is a great game, and 
each of these gentlemen reflects the length 
of time his country has been playing it.

The Japanese affect surprise that we are 
dissatisfied with them, inasmuch as we made 
them what they are. They took up arms, so 
one of their correspondents says, only when 
the Western fleets began to shoot at their 
coast towns and chase the population into the 
hills. In 1863 a British fleet opened fire on 
Kagoshima and knocked it to pieces. In the 
next year four nations, including the United 
States, took Shimonoseki, which was armed 
with bows and arrows, exacting-an indemnity 
before their fleets sailed away.

Germany Capitulates. 

Germany had begun to weaken, 
and, suddenly aware of the catastro- 
phe that lay just ahead, changed its 
Prime Minister, and called upon the 
President for an armistice upon the 
basis of the 14 points. .The explana- 
tion of Germany's attitude in this 
matter was simply that she knew she 


.| Was beaten, and she recognized that 


Wilson was the only hope of a rea- 
sonable peace from the Berlin point 
of view. Germany professed to be a 
liberal and was asking Wilson for 
the “benefit of clergy.” 

On the 6th day of October, 1918, 
the following note from Prince Max 
of Baden was delivered to the Presi- 
dent by the: Secretary of State: 

The German Government requests 
the President of the United States 
of Anmterica to take steps for the 
restoration of peace, to notify all 
belligerents of this request, and 
to invite them to delegate pleni- 
potentiaries for the purpose of tak- 
ing up negotiations. The German 
Government accepts, as a basis for 
the peace negotiations, the pro- 
gram laid down by the President 
of the United States in his mes- 
sage to Congress of Jan. 8, 1918, 
and in his subsequent pronounce- 
ments, particularly in his address 
of Sept. 27, 1918. In order to avoid 
further bloodshed, the German 
Government requests to bring about 
the immediate conclusion of a gen- 
eral armistice on land, on water 
and in the air. 

MAX, Prince of Baden, 
Imperial Chancellor. 

The President was not surprised 
when the offer of peace came, for 
on all sides there was abundant evi- 
dence of the decline of Germany, 
and of the weakening of her morale. 
The President felt that Germany, be- 
ins desperate, it would be possible 
for him, when she proposed a set- 
tlement like that proposed by Prince 
Max, to dictate our own terms and 
to insist that America would have 
nothing to do with any settlement 
in which the Kaiser or his brood 
should play a leading part. I stated 
to him that the basis of our attitude 
toward Germany would be an-insist- 
énce,-in line with his speech of Sept. 
27, 1918, wherein he said: 

We are all agreed that there 
can be no peace obtained by any 
kind of bargain of compromise 
with the Government of the Central 
Empires, because we have dealt 
with them -already and have seen 
them deal with other Governments 
that were parties to this struggle,

HAS BARGAIN SALE OF STAMPS 


American Varieties, Sold Only When 
Exchange Justifies Deal, at 
Premium bLisewhere.

SHANGHAL Oct. 
States Postal Agency at Shanghai is 
probably the only American postof- 
fice that ever held what may be called 
a bargain sale in stamps. This hap- 
pened this fall and was made pos- 
sible by a fluctuation in the rate of 
exchange. 

About a year ago, as a measure of 
convenience for the pubiic, the Ame! 
ican postoffice placed on sale stamps 
that could be purchased in the cur 
rency of the country, based in valu: 
upon the Mexican dollar. These new 
stamps, called surcharge stamps, 
merely were the ordinary two-cent 
and other stamps, but they. Dore 
black letters on their face—for t 
two-centers—the words “Shangnhi: 
¢c China.” Soon a 
were issued, by reason of a flu 
tion in the rate of mor exchan 
the sale of the surcharge stamps Na 
to be stopped.

lectors in New York at a rate of gold 
$10, and in London at £3. 

The American postoffice in Shang- 
hai is the only distributing office in 
the world where these stamps may 
be obtained and they are issued from 
the Shanghai office only when the 
exchange rate warrants their sale.

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It Really Happened 


Carefully verified account of an eagle which seized 


and tried to carry away a child on ranch 
in British Colaumbia—Little Alice Gibbs, nine 
years old, was injured by talons of great bird, 
but the girl’s mother and a farmer succeeded 
in killing it and saving Alice’s life—Similar 
events have often been related in fiction and 
in reports of doubtful authority 33 33 


HERE have been many stories, in fiction, about 
eagles which swooped down to the ground, seized 
children in their sharp talons and carried the luck- 
less youngsters away, presumably to distant aeries, 
where the little eaglets than had a dainty repast. 
Such attacks have been reported in real life, too, 
but mostly on dubious awhority. And the proven 
canes are so rare that the following narrative will be of unusual 
interest, both for its sheer melodrama and for the “close-up” 
view of a very unusual event. 

Eagles frequently capture and bear away small animals, such as 
rabbits, and habitually rob smaller birds of fish or other prey. They 
have been seen to carry off lambs, and to attack maimed 
calves, or even larger animals which were sick or defenseless. 


But here is the true story of an eagle which tried to carry away a 
child, not an infant, either, but a substantial little gir) 9 years old. 

To save her from the determined bird required the combined 
efforts of two adults—the child's mother and a neighboring farmer 
who happened to be near, saw the big eagle's attack and went to 
the rescue. 

Between them both, the grown persons managed to kill the eagle 
and save the child’s life, but the little girl had undergone such 
a shock, besides deep cuts in te forearm from the bird’s long talons, 
that she had to be sent away for medical care. 

The first word about this event, one of the few verified accounts 
of the kind on record, came in a news dispatch from -Vanderhoof. 
British Columbia, under the date of Oct. 25, and said: 

“A bald eagle, with a wingspread of seven feet, yesterday attempted 


to carry away a 9-year-old girl named Gibbs from ber home. ~ The

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Like most homesteaders, the Gibbs family 


have a flock of chickens and Alice is 
much interested in their welfare. She 
likes to feed them, to hunt for eggs, to 
play with little chicks and, most impor- 
tamt of all, to protect them from the 
rapacious hawks of the district. Despite 
the utmost care, such as watching for 
the approach of hawks and firing a 
gun at those which approach, a good 
many of the Gibbs chickens have been 
stolen by these thieves. 


About 3 o'clock one afternoon Alice 
ran into the cabin and told her mother 
that a chicken hawk was coming, to 
try and get another of their plump 
hens. “Way up in the sky she had seen 
the bird which she thoveht was a 
chicken hawk, but which later proved 
to be an eagle, and an unusually large 
one. 


Having warned her mother about the 
supposed chicken hawk, Alice danced 
out again onto the porch, and mav 
even have started toward the chickens 
with the idea of “shooing” the ma- 
rauder away, althouch this part is not 
certain. Meanwhile, Mrs. Gibbs had 
picked up the gun and was looking for 
some shells. 

Just a moment or two after Alice 
had gone outside she started uttering 
frantic screams, for the eagle had 
flown directly at her and under the 


roof of the porch, seizing Alice's ap 

with the talons of one foot while with 

the other he grasped the post whid 
supported the roof. 

Mrs. Gibbs, who thought Alice wy 

screaming because the supposed hevk 

was getting another chicken, called at 
to her from inside the house: 

“You silly little thing, making sucka 

noise over an old chicken hawk!” 

In her dire extremity Alice could a 

explain what was happening, but cn 
tinued to cry out in terror as th 
eagle buffeted her with his wings, strack 
at her with his beak and still gripped 
her arm with his talons sunk deep in be 
flesh (those talons, by actual measurement 
afterwards, were three inches long). Th 
feathered demon was doing his utmost & 
dracz her from the porch. 
Meanwhile, however, the struggle bad been ob 
served by Matthew Semple, a farmer of the neigh- 
borhood who happened to be nearby, and was sharp 
ening a scythe knife. He saw the eagle descend, awit 
fly directly at the child and grip her. arm with th 
talons of one foot, then strike repeatedly with beak 
and wings. geo 

Running as fast as his legs could carry him, Semple 
reached the porch of the cabin, kicked at the eagh 
with his heavy boots and finally brought it dom, 
when he did his best to trample it to death. At ti 
moment Mrs. Gibbs came out of the door, loaded gu 
in hand. 

Instantly realizing what had happened, Mrs. Gite 
did not falter for a second, but dropped the gun (whid

One man denied 
bis guii:, but the other admitted that he had “made 
medicine” which controiled the leopard He was 
flogged and then imprisoned, for the woman's death. 

Meanwhile, the village organized a big hunt for the 
jeopard and killed it. The hide was given to one of 
the American missionaries and when Dr. Patterson 
was there last suinmer the missionary presentcd him 
with the same pelt. e« 

“But | don’t know how long Mrs. Patterson wil! let 
me keep it.” said the present owner. “She thinks its 
history is a little too grewsome.- 

Another depredation by a leopard which happened 
ghorily before Dr. Patterson reached Cameroun was 
exciting, too. A missionary Was asleep one night. a 
log lying on the floor beside the bed. The door was 
open, but the screen had been fastened to keep out 
intruders. 

Suddenly, with an impact which shook the hotse, a 
leopard hurled itself through the screen, seized the 
dog and Jeaped out again, the. missionary getting but 
a fleeting glimpse of the lithe form as it vanished 
throazh the ruined screen. That was the end of the 
dog.

AND THE DEADLY 
ANTHRAX GERM 


If you have bought a new one, be sure to put it in boiling water 
for at least thirty minutes before using it—More deaths from 
one of the least known and most rapid of maladies— What an- 


thrax is and how itt is communicated to humans 2: :: 


YOU have a new shaving brush, 
beware! 

Skulking unscen among its tnno- 
cent-looling horse hair bristles ma) 
be the anthrax germ, awaiting the 
first opportunity to take lodgment in 
a cut or scratch, and thus Dring 

about a st dangerous malady in a few 
days. TH® recent death of Michael Farley, 
a former New York Congressman, from this 
cause, has resulted in the issuance of new 
warnings. 

Farley purchased a new shaving brush. 
He used it without disinfecting it. The 
next day an itching rash appeared on his 
face. Two days Jater he was dead. The 
unthrax germ had done its work. 

Although one of the oldest diseases known 
to man. it if one of the least understood. 
It has been identified with the famous 
plagues of Exvypt, recorded in the Bible, 
and some historians profess to see refer- 
ences to it in Homer’s works. It afforded 
medicine its first knowledge of bacteriol- 
ogy, yet other infectious maladies, of much / 
more recent discovery, are far better’ under- 
stood and more widely discussed. 

These facts are pointed out in an article 
by Dr. Louis Hannah, in a recent issue of 
the Medical Record, in which he gives his 
observations on, and his conclusions from. 
a recent case which happened to come under 
his treatment. Few infectious diseases ap- 
proach from such unsuspected quarters; 
few strike down their victims in such a 
swift and fatal fashion. 

There is something quite terrifying in the 
rapid march of the disease, once it has ob- 
tained a foothold. The victim is sometimes 
gone past hope before he realizes that he is 
seriously ill Take the case which Dr. 
Hannah attended: 
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A majority of all

The patient was a farm laborer. He had . 
bought a shaving brush and used it for 
the first time While shaving, he cut a small pimple 


on his neck, but paid no attention to it. The fuolilow- 
ing dav the spot became slightly sore, and a red area 
formed around it, but it was regarded as insignificant. 
The third day after shaving the infection had enlarged; 
it was not very painful, but the patient’s neck began 
to swell, and he had a chill and slight fever. Two days 
later he consulted the physician. The latter writes: 

“He was brought by an artomobile to my office from 
his farm, a distance of six miles. He was able to 
maintain a sitting posture in spite of tbe rugged trip. 
and walked alone to my office.” Nevertheless, upon 
examination, “his pulse was imperceptible: and his 
biood pressure did not even register any oscillation of 
the needle. * * * He was given treatment, but 
with no hope of recovery, as he was already in a prac- 
tically moribund condition.’’ The man died on the ninth 
day after shaving. In short, before his condition ap- 
peared to demand medical attention, it had become 
hopeless. 

Anthrax has been known in the United States for 
about 100 years, and has occurred sporadically in nearly 
every state, but its worst ravages have been reported 
from Asiatic countries, mainly Siberia, Asia Minor, 
China and Persia. Of the European countries, Russia 
and Italy have suffered most from it. Prior to the 
World War, it was exceedingly rare in Germany, 
France or England. 

Primarily, it is a disease of animals, and, when con- 
tracted by man, is generally found to have been com- 
municated, either directly or indirectly, from animals. 
Cattle and sheep are especially susceptible. One of its 
worst aspects, however, is that an animal may act as 
a carrier of the germ without suffering from the dis- 
ease. Men may be infected through contact with an 
animal that is not itself afflicted. Therein lies one of 
the gravest elements of peril. 

The war saw a vast increase in the humber of an- 
thrax cases in Europe and America, and this was traced 
in part to the importation of shaving brushes: from 
Japan. The Department of Commerce attributed the 
distribution of the malady to this source. and the Jap- 
anese Government opened a national disinfecting plant 
at Kobe when the virtual destruction of the Japanese 
bristle industry was threatened by the agitation against 
imported brushes. 

The anthrax germ is hard to“kill. Occurring origi-

purchase and use of them. Furthermore. there are 
instances on reord of infection acquired through con- 
tact with wheat which was supposed to have been in- 
fected in turn by animals. Woolen. leather and hair 
goods, however, are regarded as the most prolific 
sources of danger. . 

The singularly.fatal menace of the infected shaving 
brush ties in the fact that nearly every man, in shcving, 
encounters or inflicts at least one or two small zbra- 
sions of the skin. Any such cut or scratch is auffi- 
cient opening for the germ. And, to make matters 
worse, anthrax contracted around the face or neck is 
particularly difficult to treat. 

it is also contractable internally, either through in- 
fected food or by the inhalation cf minute dust par- 
ticles, 

During the war there was an outbreak of anthrax 
among American soldiers, which was traeed directly 
to shaving brushes. There have been various cases re- 
ported since that time from separated localities. 

“It is not at ‘all improbable,” writes Dr. Hannah. 
“that unless radical measures are instituted against the 
careless manufacture of these brushes, we shall be

O FAR as I am informed, no absolutely per- 
fect formula for sterilizing anthrax-infect- 
ed shaving brushes has been reached. I! 
should say, however, that 30 niinutes of 
boiling in water should render a brush reasonably 
safe. Personally, | would not think of using a 
new brush with first taking that precaution. 

It‘is possible, of course, that bucilli may be im- 
bedded in the hard glue in which the bristles are 
set, and it is a question whether such boiling 
would render these germs harmless. On the 
other hand, if it did not reach them, they certain- 
ly would remain harmless for a long period of 
time, although if the glue was soluble in‘ water. 
years of use might eventually release them. 

On the whole, it is my opinion that the 20- 
minutes boiling is the minimum precaution which 
the purchaser of a new shaving brush can afford

is not so short as is generaily supposed. This is an 
attempt to test the old belief that the majority of 
women regard employment only as a temporary period 
before marriage. In several states the bureau found 
large groups of women who had been at work in the 
same line of industry from 10 to 15 years. In one state, 
the highest rate of pay for women workers of-this long- 
experience group was $16.50. 

More than 50 per cent of the women workers of one 
state were found to be between the ages of 20 and 40. 
Girls under 20 were no more numerous than women 
workers over 40. In one group it was feund that 19 
ver cent of the women workers were 50 years of age or 
more 

The maximum pay for women workers is greatest 
between the ages of 26 and #4), the reports show. After 
40 the average wage declines, indicating that length of 
service beyond a certain point does not spell commen- 
surately greater pay 

In a Kansas laundry the bureau officials discovered 
one woman who had worked 34 years for the same con- 
cern. During this entire time she never had earned 
more than $19 a week. 

The average annual earning power of the male in- 
Gustrial worker now is at the rate of $10)" a year, ac- 
eording to the data of the Labor Department. 

The average annual earning power of the woman in- 
dustrial worker is estimated by Miss Anderson to be 
between $500 and $6) a year. 

“Yet,” said Miss Anderson, “very many women work- 
ers are the sole support of several children. in gen- 
eral, no greater rate of pay is awarded them on this 
account, although the existence of dependents is a first 
factor in determining wage scales for men. I do not 
mean to say that no emplorer takes into considera- 
tion the dependents of a woman in fixing her rate of 
pay. In individual cases this is frequently done. But 
for the great group of women workers the rate of pay 
is fixed independently of their responsibilities. The 
nation is not yet freed from prejudice that always de- 
mands a lower rate of pay for women than for men. 

“For years the theory has stubborniy existed that 
women were in industry only for a short time, and that 
their earnings were of no very great social importance 
because ‘the family’ was dependent not upon woman as 
a wage earner but as a bome keeper. More and more, 
however, industrial studies show that women wage 
earners have a double significance. For it is being 
found that they are contributing a by no means insig- 
nificant proportion of the family wage, Im Many «ases 
being the entire support of a good-sized family, while 
at the same time fulfilling their age-old function as 
a home keeper. It is for this reason that any account 
of women’s wages today must take account of her re- 
sponsibilities at home. 

“How do they do it” is a question that recurs again 
and again in the minds of investigators as they inter- 
view women workers, hearing over and over the story 
of sick fathers, littie brothers and sisters, widowed 
mothers and other dependent relatives being supported

when they had been disturbed in their eating. 
Little Alice was so upset by her terrible ad- 
venture that she could not remember just what 
she had done after telling Mrs. Gibbs about the 
approach of the supposed chicken hawk. She 
did not remember whether she had started to- 
ward the eagle, and possibly threatened it, or 
whether it attacked her without her having left 
the smal! porch. It seems probable that she had 
started to re-enter the house, for protection, 
and that the eagle overtook and seized her on 
the porch. 

At all events, the eagle seems to have felt 
that she was interfering with his contemplated 
banquet, and in the rage which ensued he made 
the attack. : 

The golden eagle is from 20 to 25 inches long. 
and has a wing-spread of from six and one-half 
to seven feet, in the average specimen. The 
color is dark brown, in some parts almost black. 
and in young birds a considerable part of the 
tail is white. The bright yellow cere, or sheath 
at the base of the beak, and the bright yellow 
feet give the species its name 

This eagie is found throughout Europe, Asia 
{north of the Himalayas) and most of North 
America. Usually only one pair lives within a 
fairly extensive area. They are rare east of the 
Mississippi, but may be seen occasionally, espe- 
cially in winter 

Naturalists say that a great quantity of food 
is required to support a pair of golden eagles 
and their two or three young ones. Not onl; 
are hares and other game, as well as lambe. 
carried to their aerie, but larger animals are 
fometimes attacked, when crippled or sick. 

The National Association of Audubon Socie- 
ties has been working for the repeal of a law in 
the Territory of Alaska, under which a bount’ 
of 59 cents is paid for each eagle slain. The latest 
available report showed that already bounties had been 
paid on more than 18,000 eagles 

T. Gilbert Pearson, president of the association. said 
it had not been proven that the depredations of eazles 
there were seriousiy affecting the salmon supply 
through the destruction of fish which were spawning 
in small streams, or that eagles kfiled a great many 
fawns and large numbers of voung ducks. geese and 
birds of forest and shore zenerally, as charzed. 
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wholly or in part by the meager wage

But it was the 
readiness with which they surrendered the greater part 
of their wages to supplement the family tncome which 
was the most conspicuous thing about their attitude 
toward their family responsibilities. The proportion 
of the wage contributed seems striking when it is 
considered that 61 per cent of the workers studied 
were single women who had not elected to take part 
in bringing up a family, but whose responsibilities had 
been more or less imposed upon them by circumstances 
over which they had no control.”

In one of the largest operations. in the British 
Isies, 16.000 birds have been banded in the last eight 
or 10 years.
